MOJI (Kyodo)—Fourteen Japanese fishing boats 
have been seized by a Communist Chinese warship 
about 100 miles north of Taiwan according to informa- 
tion reaching the 7th regional headquarters of the 


Japan to Ask 
Russians for 
Fishing Talks 


Foreign Minister Atlichiro 
Fujiyama told a press confer- 
ence yesterday that Japan will 
shortly renew its demand for 
Japan-Soviet negotiations on the 
issue of safe fishing operations. 


Soviet patrol boats have been 
seizing Japanese fishing vessels 
in the northwestern Pacific. 
Moscow has refused to discuss 
the issue uniess it is linked 
with peace treaty talks. 


Fujiyama said the aim of the 
negotiations would be to ob- 
tain a Soviet guarantee that no 
fishing vessels are seized out- 
side “mutually agreed off-limit 
areas in the northwestern 
Pacific.” 


Turning to the reparations is- 
sue with South Vietnam, Fuji- 
yama voiced belief that the 
postelection Cabinet would 
strive to arrive at a satisfactory 
settlement. 


Bul Van. Thinh, 
Vietnamese ambassador, said 
Tuesday there were strong in- 
dications a formal agreement 
would be reached soon. 


Fujiyama said that the Japa- 
nese reparations figure indicat- 
ed to South Vietnam by chief 
Japanese reparations delegate 
Kogoro Uemura was a flexible 
one. 

“South Vietnam is apparent- 
ly anxious to seal the case 
quickly because of repercussions 
reised recently in the Japanese 
Diet,” he said: 


The Opposition Socialists chal- 
lenged the propriety of paying 
reparations to South Vietnam 
when North Vietnam had re- 
linquished its reparations claims 
against Japan. 


Fujivyama said conclusion of 
the reparations talks would have 
to wait until after the general 
elections of May 22. 


16 Allies to Reject 
Peiping’s Demand 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The 16 members of the 
United Nations that fought in 
Korea will probably reject the 
latest Communist Chinese pro- 
posals for the reunification of 
Korea, diplomatic informants 
said here Tuesday night. 


Communist China, which said 
it spoke also for North Korea, 
stated that a conference to set- 
tle Korean problems would be 
proposed if all foreign troops 
left Korea. 

Diplomatic informants here 
said that the 16 members of the 
United Nations which fought in 
Korea would probably reaffirm 
their position that all Commu- 
nist Chinese troops must with- 
draw from North Korea, and 
that unification be achieved 
through free elections super- 
vised by the United Nations. 


The 16 allies are expected to 
consult through diplomatic chan- 
nels, or conduct a series of 
meetings between their 
sentatives in Washington, to 
form a common position and 
consider any reply.

LOS ANGELES (INS)—I4A.

The report said some of the 
boats were fired upon. 

The Foreign Office yesterday 
said it would take no action 
until a full report on the case 
is obtained. 


The decision was made at a 
meeting of Foreign Office of- 
ficials. 


They said they will lodge a 
protest with the Communist 
Chinese Government if it is 
determined that a Chinese war- 
ship had illegally captured the 
Japanese ships, 


This is the first case of a 
Communist Chinese warship 
seizing Japanese fishing boats 
since July 1954 when two boats 
from Nagasaki were captured. 


Following the subsequent 
signing of a Japan-Communist 
China fishery agreement, two 
more fishing vessels were stop- 
ped in July 1955 but they were 
released after questioning. 


Momotaro Yanagida, Mayor of 
Moji, yesterday sent a cable to 
Red Chinese leaders including 
Premier Chou Enlai, asking 
them to release the captured 
Japanese vessels at an early 
date. 


The cable said the mayor 
would issue “strict warnings” 
to Japanese fishing crews re 
garding their operations in the 
future. 


Meanwhile, Jisaku Eguchi, 
manager of the Shimonoseki 
branch office of the Nichiro 
Fisheries Co., Lid., said vester- 
day that the Japanese fishing 
industry was ready to investi 
gate the alleged “invasion” of 
restricted fishing waters. 


‘Invasion’ Charged 

HONGKONG (AP)—Peiping 
Radio Tuesday accused Japa- 
nese fishermen “invading” Com- 
munist Chinese restricted fish- 
ing areas, damaging property 
and causing loss of life to Chi- 
nese fishermen, 


The Communist broadcast 
said a protest had been lodged 
by the China Fishery AsSocia- 
tion with the Japan-China Fish- 
ery Association in Tokyo. 


The protest, addressed to 
Tsunejiro Hiratsuka, chairman 
of the Japan-China Fishery As- 
sociation, claimed the Japanese 
trawlers had repeatediy en- 
croached on Chinese waters 
“damaging the nets of Chinese 
fishermen and ramming our fish- 
ing vessels.” 


The Chinese note cited sever- 
al alle boat ramming in- 
cidents between April 9 and 
May 1, including one in which 
it said a Chinese fisherman was 
drowned, 


It charged these actions were 
a violation of the Sino-Japanese 
Fishery Agreement and demand- 
ed compensation for losses suff- 
ered by Chinese fishermen,

Election campaigning went 
into high gear yesterday as the 
registration of candidates for 
the House of Representatives 
came to an end. 

The number of candidates reg- 
istered with local election man- 
agement committees through- 
out the country totalled 953— 
a record low for all seven post- 
war elections. 

There are an average of 2.04 
candidates for each seat. 

Of all the registered candi- 
dates, 411, or 43 per cent, are 
Liberal-Democrats while 246, 
or 26 per cent are Socialist 
candidates, 

The Communist Party stood 
one candidate each from 114 of 
the 118 electorate districts 
throughout the country. 

Women candidates numbered 
19, or four less than in the pre- 
ceding elections.

Foreign Shipowners 
May Be Paid: Rebels 


SINGAPORE (AP)—The re- 
volutionary government of 
Indonesia Wednesday promised 
to consider compensation pay- 
ments for damage losses suf- 
fered by foreign ships in east 
Indonesian waters as a result 
of revolutionary air force at- 
tacks. 

A statement to this effect 
was issued by Dr. 8S. Sumitro, 
minister of trade, shipping and 
communications, made at 
Menado in North Celebes and 

leased im Singapore and 

anila. 

Sumitro said the aerial attacks 
would continue against targets 
of military and economic .im- 
portance. He warned foreign 
shipowners to refrain from serv- 
ing Indonesian seaports unless 
provided with specific clear- 


Planes Strafe 
Japanese Ship 


TAIRA, Fukushima Pre- 
fecture (Kyodo)—A Japa- 
nese fishing boat operating 
in Indonesian waters re- 
ported to Maritime Safety 
Agency authorities in Ona- 
hama Tuesday that it was 
fired upon by two uniden- 
tified planes around 8:30 
a.m. Monday. 

The vessel was operating 
some 30 miles west of Hal- 
mahera Island. 

The fishing boat is the 
No. 10 Taiyo Maru, 159 tons, 
of Iwaki, Fukushima Prefec- 
ture. It reported that the 
boat was not damaged and 
none of its 24 crew members 
was injured. 

One of the two planes 
swooped down as low as 100 
feet, the report said.

Parlia- 
ment has been on vacation since 
before Easter, except for its 
one-day special session which 
toppled Premier Felix Gaillard 
from office on April 15. 

The fact that a firm date has 
been set for Parliament means 
that Pleven now definitely ex- 
pects to carry through his task 
of forming the Government. 

He spent Wednesday prepar- 
ing his Cabinet list.

Those ballots which do not dis- 
tinguish between the two are 
divided in proportion to the bal- 
lots which do contain <distingu- 
ishing marks. In other words, 
the Tokutaro Kitamura wins 
who receives the most specific 
votes—those which contain ad- 
dresses, occupation, status, and 
other identification.

280,000 Increase 


In Unemployment 

Unemployed persons through- 
out the country rose to 850,000 
in March, a sharp increase of 
280,000 over February, accord- 
ing to a checkup by the 
Statistics Bureau of the Prime 
Minister's Office. 


This was the highest figure 
since March 1956, when it hit a 
postwar peak of 1,060,000, 

The sharp increase during 
March was attributed mainly to 
a turnout of new school 
graduates. 

Statistics Bureau officials said,

At the Sneider-Miyazaki 
meeting, the Japanege diplomat 
is expected to declare that

Foreign press reports have 
claimed that the conference is 
likely to be held In Buenos 
Aires or Washington late in 
June or early in July. 


According to the US. Gov 
ernment’s letter of invitation, 
the Antarctic treaty conference 
would have three main pur- 
poses: 

1. Freedom of gcientific in- 
vestigation throughout Antarc- 
tica; 


2. International agreement 
to ensuré that Antarctica is us- 
ed for peaceful purposes only; 

3. “And other peaceful pur- 
poses not inconsistent with the 
Charter of the United Nations.” 


Other nations invited to the 
U.S.sponsored conference are: 
Argentina, Australia, Beigium, 
France, New Zealand, 
Norway, Union of South Africa, 
Soviet Russia and the United 
Kingdom. 


Tokyo in Grip 
Of Water Shortage 


Water shortage is getting 
serious in Tokyo, and water 
Supply hes already been limit- 
ed to only two hours day 
in most parts of Shinagawa and 
Ota Wards and some parts of 
Setagaya and Meguro Wards. 

The Meteorological Agency 
said yesterday that only two 
inches of rainfall was register- 
ed in Tokyo area in April—a 
record low in 52 vears. 

They said that the average 
rainfall for the month is 53 
inches. 

Weathermen said that rains 
fell on 16 days in April—more 
than the average 13—but the 
rainfall per rainy day was far 
smaller this year as the low 
atmospheric pressure was inac- 
tive or weak. 

They said in a long-range 
weather forecast that there is 
not likely to be much rain for 
the time being.

This was revealed Tuesday in 
Washington by Kenjiro Nishi 
mura, deputy chief of the Japa- 
nese Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry’s Fisheries Agency. 

Nishimura, who talked with 
officials of the State and Interior 
Departments Monday and Tues- 
day, said the U.S. bid was made 
in reply to a Japanese proposal 
to hold an informal conference 
of members of the Fisheries 
Commission late in July in To- 
kyo. 

Earlier, Canadian Deputy 6 
ister of Fisheries George 
Clark had proposed a Se Sumt: 
nary conference of the three- 
nation commission. 


Nishimura said the U.S. of- 
ficials preferred a conference in 
September, probably because the 
U.S. Congreas would remain out 
of session until that time, 

It remains unknown, he said, 
whether at the proposed con- 
ference the U.S. would broach 
the issue of regulating Japa- 
nese salmon fishing in waters 


: 


Nishimura said he informed 
the U.S. officials of a 
readiness to voluntarily limit, 
as an experiment, its total sal- 
mon catches in the treaty- 
authorized waters to 11 million 
fish this year. But the US. 
seemed to be dissatisfied, he 
added. 


The U.S. officials, he said, ap- 
tly feared that even if the 
apanese should limit their hauls 
to 11 million, it would not settle 
the matter if they concontrat- 
ed near the 175 degree line 
where North America-hatched 
saimon is bountiful. 

Japan and Canada, he said, 
hope to hold a conference prior 
to the Fisheries Commission con- 
ference, to be held in November 
in Tokyo. The earlier meeting 
will be for the purpose of avert- 
ing confusion at the Tokyo con- 
ference. 

At the Tokyo conference, he 
said, the U.S. may adopt a firm 
stand on Japanese salmon fish- 
ing starting next year, as the 
US. delegation is likely to be 
composed mostly of nongovern 
ment members. 

Mean while, Nishimura is 
scheduled to jeave Washington 
Thursday for home via Ottawa 
Where he will hold talks with

Perhaps one reason why J, H. 
Chase Wirillers are popular i 
France is because his criminals 
usually ere not professinnais, 
but ordinary people, more or 
leas the downtrodden of society, 
who become invoived in evil 
doings by the force of ciroum 
atances, 

The French like thelr crimin 
ale to be human. And being 
human is usually expressed in 
thé popular movies by one's 
capacity to be tempted and 
enticed ty the other sex. The 
young «alaried worker Henri 
Vidal in the Chase picture now 
playing at Togeki is custom 
made to such an order, 

In “Une Manche et La Belle” 
he finds himself a rich widow's 
pet overnight, and yielding to 
the ease of the kind of life of- 
fered by his eager patroness 
(isa Miranda), he gives up his 
modest position as a bank clerk 


and settles down as her pilay- 
boy husband, 
He follows the fairly «tand- 


ardized pattern of such a hus 
band, getting himee!f mixed up 
with a young female schemer 
in the shapely form of Mylene 
Demongeot who happens to be 
his wife's secretary, plots by 
her instigation for the perfect 


ture of shocker scenes that oo- 
cur twice in the film is a8 ortl- 


ginal as it ia gruesome. But 
the existence of tricks end 
shockers is not in htself suffi- 


clent inavrance ageinsat boredom 
in a picture. A film can be full 
of them and be extremely bor- 
ing. And “Une Manche et La 
Belle” is a typical example. For 
to delineate the mechanical ae- 
pecta of tricks is one thing and 
to put across the emotional mo- 
tive behind them is quite an- 
other, and it is largely with the 
latter that dramatic persuasion 
rests. 

What should have been deve- 
loped more is the humen char- 
acter of Isa Miranda's rich 
wiiow as well as Henri Vidal's 
playboy. There is an interest- 
ing touch in the scene in which 
she suddenty flares up for no 
reason at all against her newly 
acquired hushand when she is 
rescued by him out of the leke 
water after nearly being drown-

The 10-day exposition, filling 
four fidors of the huge New 
York Coliseum, offers thousands 
of consumer items, heavy indus- 
trial equipment and lures for 
travel and investment in many 
lands. As a colorful show the 
World Trade Fair has already 
established a glowing reputa- 
tion but ft has achieved even 
greater status as a spur to ex- 
panded trade. 


Some 3,000 displays have been 
erected in the Coliseum. There 
are 36 national pavilions, each | 
ratel more spectacular than 
last year when 700,000 visitors, 
including 17,730 buyers from 
the U.S. and 37 other countries, 
an alltime record for = any 
Coliseum event. New reeords 
are expécted from opening day 
until the closing May 17, 


The nine acres of exhibits are 
divided into categories such as 
textiles, household goods, hand! 
erafts, small appliances, indus- 
trial equipment and machinery. 
Items range from huge insula 
tors from Japan to tiny Swiss 
watches, from food products to 
please any gourmet to birds—a 
flock of famingoes from Puerto 
Rico, 


The exhibition nations have 
gone alldut to attract and enter- 
tain buyers. 


Some of the highlights of na- 
tional displays are: 

Japan—Technical and indus- 
trial gains are symbolized by 4 
giant electric insulator, the 
show piece of the main Japa- 
nese display. The 13-foot tall 
spiralcone insulator is said to 
be the world’s largest. Around 
it are grouped smaller insula- 
tors, representing Japanese ad- 
vanees in nuclear research and 
high-energy electronics.

New Diesel Engine

KOBE—A Francis turbine 
wheel for hydroelectric power 
generation, the largest of its 
kind for Japah, has been com- 
pleted by the Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries, Reorganized, Ship- 
yard here.

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Russia Eyes Japan 
Film Coproduction 


CANNES, France (K yodo-Reu- 
ter)—Russia Tuesday outlined 
a plan for film coproductions 
with Japan, China, France, 
Italy, the United States, Argen- 
tina and Eastern European na- 
tions. 

Igor Ratchouk, Soviet Culture 
Ministry official told a press 
conference here that the Sov- 
let Union would make 56 films 
during 1958-59 with other 
countries as part of the Soviet 
cinema's “new line.” 

Commenting on the film deal 
with the United States, Ratch- 
ouk said: “We think it is time 
to show the Soviet people what 
life is like in the United States 
and to show the American peo- 
ple what our life is like.” 

Ratchouk who is head of the 
Soviet delegation to the Inter- 
national Film Festival here, said 
the coproductiong with the 
United States would be made 
on English and Russian clas- 
sics and “original themes such 
as peace and democracy.” 

“We would like to invite for- 
eign directors to Rusia on 
our subjects” he said. 


Move to Curb 
Copying of 
Cinecameras 


The Camera Industry Assn. 
decided Tuesday on measures 
to prevent Japanese camera 
makers from producing cine 
cameras closely resembling for- 
eign products, 

The decision came as an 
American camera manufacturer 
made a protest last month 
against the production in Japan 
of &mm. cinecameras allegedly 
patterned after U.S. products. 

Under the decision, producers 
of cinecameras regarded as de- 
tailed copies of foreign produc 
wili be forced to comply with 
an order issued by the Ministry 
of the International Trade and 
Industry to change their de 
signs or be under prohibition 
from export. 

All the 44 camera makers 
forming the Camera Industry 
Assn. will join the Japan Ma- 
chinery Export Union. They 
will conclude an export agree 
ment under the Export and Im- 
port Transaction Law and be 
under MITi administrative gui- 
dance.

Nuclear Weapon Tests 

The announcement that Britain has concluded the nu- 
clear weapon tests in the Christmas Island area of the Pact- 
fic will be. a source of considerable satisfaction in this part 
of the world. Although the danger zone set up on this last 
occasion was comparatively small, the fear of unpleasant 
consequences from these experiments is never a light one. 

It appears that Britain was satisfied with a single ex- 
plosion late last month, but the vibrations set up were dis- 
The British are claiming that 
no untoward consequences are to be feared as a result of 
their latest test. and a Government spokesman declared in 
London on Monday that there was no risk of contamination 
of the Japanese salmon fisheries in the Pacific 
a Labor M.P. felt particular concern a8 a goodly proportion 
of the Japanese salmon catch is likely to be consumed in 
Britain as a result of larger imports from Japan.

The South Vietnamese 
leader wants to establish closer 
cultural and economic links— 
though not within a formal alii- 
anee tike SEATO—hbhetween Free 
Asian nations to combat Com- 
munist ideology.

threatening to mobilize 12 mil- 
lion overseas Chinese in a total 
boveett of Vietram.

Diem postponed his attempt to 
draft the Chinese, while Na- 
tionalist China did not impose 
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Thursday. May & 
Asahi Shimbun expressed re 
gret that the “Ssehery talks be- 
tween Japan and the United 
States, which were conducted 
for several days in Washington, 
had apparentiy been ruptured 
owing to the stiff attitude of the 
U.S. authorities. Japan, the pa- 
per said, should not give in to 
the U.S. position that the pres- 
ent fine controlling Japanese 
saimon-fishing operation along 
175 Gegrees West Longitude 
should be extended farther 
west.

The trouble with this thesis 
is obvious enough.

NEW YORK (INS) — The 
Overseas Press Club of Amer- 
ica, an organization of U.S. for- 
eign correspondents, war re- 
porters and kindred spirits, has 
conducted a poll on a series of 
issues ranging from their pre- 
diction of another war by 1961 
t) the amount of whisky they 
consume daily. 

Polied by Elmo Roper and 
Associates, who received re- 
plies from a quarter of the ap- 
proximately 1,700 club mem- 


bers. the newsmen and women 
sharply criticized the Ejisen- 
hower Administration, urged 


the admission of Red China to 
the U.N. and named Soviet Pre- 
mier and party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev as “the most 
dangerous man in the world to- 
day.” 

Twelve per cent of the 448 re- 
spormdents to the first lengthy 
quiz ever directed at the club 
named President Eisenhower 
as “the most overrated” world 
figure they had ever interview- 
ei. Thirty other world figures 
made the list with fewer votes. 

in response to the question 
“What grade would you give 
the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion on the way it has been 
handling foreign affairs in the 
last few months?” 29 per cent 
marked their ballots “below 50 
per cent.” P 

Thirty-two per cent named 
Khrushchev the “most danger- 
ous... the man who is the 
greatest force for evil.” Second 
place fell to Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser of Egypt. There was a tie 
for third place between Mao Tse- 
tung, Communist leader of Red 
China, and U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. 

There will be another limited 
or total war, in the estimation 
of 71 per cent of the correspon- 
dents. Sixtyone per cent feel 
that war will start in the Mid- 
dle East and 30 per cent judged 
that ite beginning would be be 
tween 1961 and 1965. 

Krishna Menon, former In-

Laicius Clay, close wartime 
aide of Gen. Eisenhower, 
Nehru, Truman, Eisenhower,

Edo Morals 


Desiring to insure public wel- 
fare and make the people lead 
a moral life the Tokugawa 
Bakufu government compiled a 
code to guide the people's con- 
duct. The code was written 
on wooden boards and display- 
ed in May 1711 at six important 
points throughout the city of 
Edo—at Nihonbashi, Asakusa- 
bashi, Tokiwabashi, Shiba-Kuru- 
ma-machi, Sujichigaibashi and 
Kojimachi. 

In those days, it was custom- 
ary to place all public notices 
at main bridges or at some prin- 
cipal streets. 

It was also to such public 
places that many _ criminals 
were brought with placards tell- 
ing their crimes and punish- 
ments before they were put in 
prison or executed, to impress 
upon the people how evil doers 
would be punished. 

The moral code consisted of 
the following eight items: 

I. Maintain friendly relations 
between parents and children, 
husbands and wives, and among 
all relatives and be considerate 
to employes or persons under 
one. 

2. Attend closely to one’s oc- 
cupation, and in all matters do 
not go beyond one’s status. 

3. Do not act deceitfully: 
never speak unreasonably. In 
any case do not commit an act 
that may harm others. 

4. Do not indulge 
kind of gambling. 

5. Refrain from quarreling 
or exchanging strong words. 

6 Do not fire guns without 
cause. 


7. If there are robbers or 
rogues, report at once. 

8 Traffic in human life is 
strictly prohibited.
